2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The shared special technical feature in the instant application appears to be a biaxially 
oriented polyester film containing transition metal oxide. Lack of unity exists because the 
common element to the inventions has been anticipated by the prior art as disclosed by HORIE 
ETAL(US 4,421,887). 

Since the common feature to the inventions has been shown not to be unique over the 
prior art, and because these inventions are distinct fof the reasons given above and have acquired 
a separate status in the art as shown by the different classifications, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated as proper.
